‘Vint all persons who shall take up their re- 
idence on such lots, on entering their inten- 
ti it the nearest land office, shall be entitled 
to a certificate of such entry; and at the expi- 
ration cf five years from that tine, shall receive 
a decd of soch lot, provided that they shall 
have continued to cultivate the same during that 
period. : 

Aliens, who may desire to become citizens of 
the U. States, may take possession of and enter 
lots as aforesaid—and un receiving deeds of 
theic Jots at the expiration of five years, may 
become citizens of the U. States, on making 
the usual declarations. 

‘The heirs of such persons as die before 
the expiration of their respective terms shall be 
eotited to all the right of the persons whom 
they represent,
